Mild Winter, Farmers Say

iERSPIRING farmers at the 
market 
places 
mop 
their 
brows and "allow" that it’s going 
to be a mild winter. 
The current 
warm 
spell has 
nothing to do with it, of course, 
but. . . 
Brown caterpillars are crawling 
over the barn floors. 
Central Pennsylvania farmers, 
many of whom still predict the 
weather, months in advance, by 
use of 
"natural signs,” 
assert 
there are 
indications 
that the 
winter will be much like last 
year’s. 
There will be some blizzards, a 
lot of freezing, rain, snow and 
wind, but it will not be like the 
one before. Tile weather prophets 
are sure of that. 
Take John Herr, poultry farmer, 
for instance. 
He saw a light 
brown caterpillar tile other day. 
If the caterpillars are black, that 


means a severe winter. 
If the 
caterpillars are 
light 
in color, 
things would not be so bad. Herr 
said he doesn’t take a lot of stock 
in the caterpillar "signs.” but 
others chipped in that 
“they’re 
never wrong.” 
And Mrs. Herr reminded him 
that “they say if the caterpillar 
Is light at both ends and dark in 
Hie middle, it means the late fall 
and early spring will be nice, but 
the winter will be bad.” 
Other farmers felt that it's a 
little too early for forecasts. Wait 
till you see the squirrels burying 
nuts, they said. 
When they bury 
the nuts deep, look out! 
Goosebone prophets 
and folk 
who depend upon the groundhog, 
felt the same way about it being 
too early. 
But tile caterpillar fans insist 
they’ve "scooped” the others again 
and that tile winter will be noth­ 
ing to worry about.

A government report, while not 
mentioning Reinosa specifically said 
a "slight retreat" had been carried 
out because of “the important num­ 
ber of war elements which the ene­ 
my brought into use." 
These “elements" included one of 
the heaviest aerial attacks of the 
13-months-old civil war, demolition 
comparable to the tactics used to 
smash the “iron ring" defenses of 
Bilbao, another Biscayan seaport 
which fell to Franca in June. 
Government machine gunners and 
riflemen tried to hold Reinosa with 
a house- to-house defense, but they 
finally were'overpowered and put to 
flight by the superior strength of the 
attacking force. 
The insurgent communique said 
the Reinosa column had dominated 
a 20-mile stretch of highway con­ 
necting the manufacturing center 
with Corconte. 
The communique 
said the occupation of Reinosa also 
gave Franco control of a large fac­ 
tory known as the "Constructora 
Naval," manufacturing marine en­ 
gines, naval equipment and muni­ 
tions.

Cotton fibers hold part of the 
water they take up when wet with 
a force equal to 377.000 pounds a 
square inch. 
The measurement of 
this force was made recently by 
Dr. Alfred J. Stamm and L. A. 
Hansen, of the laboratory. 
The amounts held with this te­ 
nacity are minute. Wood also holds 
similar amounts of water with ex­ 
actly the same force. 
The laboratory scientists say the 
new information should be indus­ 
trially useful in understanding wood 
seasoning, and the water in J alps 
and chemical solutions.

BLACK'S FOES 
CARRY FICHT 
TO THE SENATE 


Washington, Aug. 17 (AP) — A 
small group 
of 
Republicans and 
“old line” Democrats, facing almost 
certain defeat, carried to the Sen­ 
ate floor today a last minute tight 
against confirming 
Senator Black 
| (D-Ala.) as a Supreme court Jus­ 
tice. 
The Senate was called into ses­ 
sion at ll a. rn. Eastern Standard 
time, an hour earlier than usual, 
because Roosevelt leaders wanted 
to reach a vote by nightfall. 
Foes of the nomination, claiming 
only 20 votes, said the 13 to four 
favorable vote Monday by tile Sen­ 
ate judiciary committee had broken 
the opposition campaign. 
They placed their hopes for de­ 
laying confirmation in a speech by 
Senator Copeland (D-N. Y.). They 
said he would attempt to link Black 
with the Ku Klux Kl an movement 
of a decade ago. 
Copeland brought into the open 
this subject, 
previously discussed 
guardedly in Senate cloakrooms, with 
a statement in New York Monday 
that "no man who was directly or 
indirectly connected with the Ku 
Klux Klan or was the beneficiary of 
its sympathy or support is fit for 
a place in any impartial tribunal 
and certainly not for a place on the 
Supreme court bench.” 
Striking

Minton 
(D-Ind.) filed at the desk a letter 
from Jacob Weiss, whom he de­ 
scribed as "ane of the leading Jews 
of Indiana,” criticizing the methods 
of Black’s foes.
